During a recent program i 
which lasted two hours and | 
five minutes, commercials con­ 
sumed 15 minutes and 37 sec­ 
onds. According to the broad­ 
caster's self-imposed standards 
of good practice, the con.mer- , 
cials should not have exceeded 
13 minutes and 30 seconds.

WHAT REALLY grates on 
our nerves, however, is the 
fact so few minutes of the 
film are shown without inter­ 
ruption. The average time be­ 
tween shopping sprees 1 found 
to be 10 minutes and 20 sec­ 
onds But twice only 7 minutes 
of film came between 4 min­ 
utes of commercials.

Saturday Night at the 
Movies was the NBC high com- j 
mand's str.tegy for breaking; 
the stranglehold on the Ameri- ! 
can audience CBS's Have Gun. 
Will Travel and Gunsmoke 
have enjoyed for several years. 
It seemed to be a good plan, 
because the films are all post- 
1948 movies from the Twen­ 
tieth Century-Fox library »nd 
hadn't been seen on TV. They 
could have been a welcome re­ 
spite from CBS's westerns, but 
the distracting interruptions to 
sell too m » n y products h*ve 
ruined it.

THE MOVIES have been 
reaching between 157 and 
21 8 per cent of the potential 
Saturday night TV audience, 
but this is still a poor second 
to Gunsmoke. There's little 
doubt In my mind that a more 
enlightened and less irritating 
policy with regard to commer­ 
cials could have enabled the 
program to win over an audi­ 
ence that might prefer some­ 
thing other than Gunsmoke't
